Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1 960.  Firstly  I  must  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  their  tolerance,  assistance  and  encouragement  in  the  latter 
half  of  the  year,  when,  during  the  illnes^And  following  upon  the  tragic  death  of 
the  late  Dr,  T.  P.  O'Grady,  I  was  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
District,  I  was  indeed  fortunate  in  being  able  to  draw  on  the  fund  of  goodwill 
established  by  my  predecessor. 

The  details  of  the  year's  work  being  set  out  in  the  body  of  the  report,  I 
shall  have  to  confine  myself  to  comment  on  items  of  general  interest. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  of  14,520  represents  an  increase  of  150  on 
the  1959  estimate,  although  the  present  estimate  is  some  250  below  the  1951  Census 
total.  There  was  a  moderate  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  with  241  births  assigned  to 
the  district,  and  a  fractional  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate,  Once  again  the  major 
causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  (95  deaths),  cancer 
(24  deaths)  and  respiratory  disease  (23  deaths).  There  was  a  reduction  in 
infant  deaths,  and  the  sone  numbers  of  stillbirths  as  in  the  previous  three  years. 

There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  principally 
the  result  of  increased  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  and  D^^sentery.;  These  diseases  are 
commented  on  in  later  pages.  As  this  report  is  being  completed  there  has  been 
a  sudden  surge  in  demand  for  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  following  upon  several  cases 
in  adjacent  districts  -  one  can  always  predict  that  several  "convinced" 
conscientious  objectors  to  inoculation  will  be  first  in  the  clinic  or  surgery 
immunisation  queue  when  partially  preventable  disease  occurs  near  home. 

Pot  e-r>t  fa.Uxj 

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  demolition  of  Unfit  Property,  and  members 
of  the  Committee  will  note  that  Local  Authority  housing  represents  only  15%  of 
the  total  of  new  property  completed  in  the  year.  As  the  Committee  are  now  aware, 

I  am  very  doubtful  as  to  how  far  the  present  single-handed  Public  Health  Inspector 
will  be  able  to  advance  the  present  pace  of  housing  clearance  and  smoke  control 
without  seriously  neglecting  routine  duties.  One  can  spend  the  equivalent  of  half 
a  day  in  work  arising  from  a  single  case  of  dysentery,  and  128  such  cases  were 
notified  in  the  district  in  i960. 

In  view  of  the  fairly  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  living  in  the  district, 

I  feel  it  desirable,  as  in  other  similar  areas,  to  make  reference  to  the  need  for 
careful  consideration  of  individual  circumstances  before  those  approaching  or 
beyond  three  score  years  and  ten, renounce  the  tenancy  of  their  own  homes  in  favour 
of  younger  relatives,  or  on  moving  in  with  their  kin.  In  our  avarieinualy,q.Mcme^lt« 
affluent ,  mobile  and  individualistic  society  it  would  seem  that  blood  is  not  always 
thicker  than  water;  that  legal  title  to  tenancy  may  prove  of  more  value  than 
an  attempted  welding  of  long  sundered  family  ties.  One  is  not  implying  that  all 
apparent  family  intolerance  is  necessarily  created  by  the  party  junior  or  senior 
in  years,  but  rather  commenting  on  the  fact  that  stresses  must  be  anticipated  unle°~ 
the  family  have  securely  established  relationships. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  thank  Mr.  Buckley  and  Miss  Burthom  for  their  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  I  hope  that  I  will  have  the  pleasure  of  a 
continued  happy  association  with  the  District,  the  Council,  and  its  Officers.

2.  Diphtheria 

Although  it  is  now  eleven  years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  occured 
in  the  district,  the  occasional  small  outbreaks  reported  in  the  country  serve  as 
a  reminder  that  for  our  present  freedom  from  this  disease,  we  are  primarily 
dependant  on  the  maintenance  of  a  high  level  of  active  immunisation  in  the 
child  population. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever 


The  I960  total  of  12  notifications  of  this  disease  is  the  lowest  figure 
in  the  district  for  some  years,  Generally  speaking  the  oausative  organism 
of  Soarlet  Fever  (the  Streptococcus)  has  lost  a  good cfeal  of  its  former 
virulence,  and,  with  being  sensitive  to  a  wide  range  of  chemo  theraputio 
drugs,  the  sporadio  cases  now  reported  are  of  a  mild  character, 

4.  Measles 


Although  only  a  few  cases  were  reported  in  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year, 
the  I960  total  of  oases  is  rather  higher  than  the  1959  figure  as  a  result  of  a 
widespread  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  the  latter  months.  This  outbreak 
continued  through  the  winter  and  into  the  Spring  of  1  961  . 
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There  was  a  disconcerting  rise  in  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  with 
49  notifications  as  aginst  1  0  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  not  yet  generally 

appreciated  that  this  disease  is  now  one  of  the  major  causes  of  mortality  in 
early  childhood,  and  all  too  often  leaves  a  legacy  of  residual  damage  to 
the  lungs.  With  substantial  protection,,  now  easily  obtainable  against  this 
disease  (in  combination  with  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus)  by  three  injections  in 
early  infancy,  and  a  later  booster  dose,  one  would  expect  this  disease  to  be 
virtually  extinct  in  an  educated  community, 

6.  Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  (in  an  un-vaccinated  ohild)  occurred  during 
the  year.  Although  adequate  vaccine  supplies  were  available  during  the  year, 
one  must  reluctantly  report  on  apparent  apathy  (at  least  by  those  over  school 
age)  not  only  to  avail  themselves  of  personal  protection,  but  to  assist  in 
building  up  an  adequate  level  of  communal  resistance.  As  this  report  is 
bieng  completed,  demand  for  vaccination  has  been  boosted  by  the  occurrence  of 
several  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  in  adjoining  districts  and  Oldham  County 
Borough  -  one  hopes  that  the  interest  will  be  sustained  when  the  present 
outbreak  has  subsided. 


7,  Dysentery 


In  contrast  with  1959,  I  have  to  report  a  steep  increase  in  the  notifications 
of  dysentery  totalling  128  cases  in  I960,  as  against  29  in  the  previous  year. 

The  disease  had  become  prevalent  in  the  closing  months  of  1959  and  the  outbreak 
continued  until  the  Spring  of  the  year  under  review.  This  disease  is  now 
generally  recognised  to  serve  as  a  fairly  sensitive  index  of  local  standards 
of  food  preparation  and  personal  hygiene;  most  cases  are  fortunately  mild, 
but  the  disease  has  a  considerable  nuisance  value,  and  involves  your  staff 
and  the  Laboratory  Services  in  considerable  work  in  collection  and  examination 
of  specimens.

"Mass  Minature  Radiography” 

During  the  month  of  November,  the  Mass  Minature  Radiography  unit  paid 
a  further  visit  to  the  district.  A  total  of  3*465  persons  (l ,540  males 
and  1  ,925  females)  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  Chest  X-Ray. 
With  the  exclusion  of  children  under  1  5  3rears  and  expectant  mothers ,  one 
would  nevertheless  estimate  that  this  total  constitutes  only  some  30/o  of 
the  local  population  eligible  for  Mass  X-Ray. 

A  total  of  8  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (not  all  requiring  treatment)  were 
found,  with  2  cases  of  Lung  Cancer,  and  10  cases  of  miscellaneous  pathology.

VACCINATION  AND  IiRiUNISATION 

Protective  vaccination  and  immunisation  is  now  routinely,  offered  to  all 
children  against  the  following  diseases:  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  end 
Whooping  Cough.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  is  available  for  all  between 
6  months  and  40 'years  of  age,  and  certain  other  priority  groups  (e.g.  expectant 
mothers)  over  A 0  years.  B.C.G.  Vaccine  (against  Tuberculosis)  is  offered  to 
school  children  found  to  be  Tuberculin-negative  at  about  13  years  of  age. 

Arrangements  for  such  immunisations  may  be  made  either  at  the  School  Clinic 
or  with  Local  General  Practitioners, 

AMBULANCE 

The  ambulance  servioe  is  administered  by  the  Health  Division  No,  14, 
ambulances  being  under  Radio-Control  from  a  control  aentre  at  Radcliffe  (RAD  3021  ) 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Chest  Clinic  is  situated  in  the  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital 
where  all  suspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  referred,  and  where  infants  may 
be  vaccinated  against  Tuberculosis. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Home  helps  are  available  for  emergency  cases ,  priority  being  given  to 
maternity  cases,  general  sickness  cases,  the  elderly  and  infirm.  Application 
for  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 

WELFARE  SERVICE 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  residential 
accommodation,  for  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  not  otherwise  available, 
is  provided  at  four  hostels  situated  within  the  Division.

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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
upon  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the  Puhlio 
Health  Inspector  during  the  year  1  960. 

The  year  "began  with  a  survey  of  the  houses  in  the  district  and  as  was 
anticipated  much  controversy  was  experienced  when  the  report  was  submitted. 
Later  in  the  year  in  co-operation  with  the  other  departments  an  exhibition 
was  staged  to  demonstrate  the  proposed  redevelopment  of  the  centre  of  the 
distriot,  which  must  be  linked  up  with  the  slum  clearance  programme. 

In  accordance  with  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food’s 
request ,  a  detailed  report  was  presented  on  the  existing  and  future  require¬ 
ments  of  the  district  as  regards  the  slaughtering  facilities  in  Royton. 

The  results  of  such  action  have  been  that  the  three  slaughterhouses  are  to 
undergo  drastic  alterations  even  to  the  point  of  resiting  if  need  be,  I 
would  like  to  say  how  pleased  I  was  with  the  co-operation  received  from  the 
owners  of  the  Slaughterhouses  whilst  carrying  out  the  survey. 

In  the  year  ahead  there  are  two  major  programmes ,  slum  clearance  and 
smoke  control,  these  are  in  addition  to  the  general  routine  work  which  has 
of  necessity  had  to  be  neglected  so  often  in  the  past.  If  progress  is  to 
be  made,  then  I  must  request  Members  to  seriously  consider  increasing  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department, 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  Members 
and  Officials  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  to  Dr.  T.  P.  O’Grady, 
who  passed  away  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  to  Dr.  G.  R.  Brackanridge 
and  Mrs,  Fox  for  their  invaluable  co-operation  and  assistance  which  was  so 
readily  given  during  the  year.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Measurement 


Various  methods  are  available ,  depending  on  what  particular 
constituent  is  to  be  measured.  In  common  with  the  surrounding 
districts,  Royton  is  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North 
Cheshire  Consultative  Committee,  and  during  this  year  in  co-operation 
with  the  Consultative  Committee,  one  of  the  existing  lead  peroxide 
gauges  (Hanging  Chadder  Farm)  was  discontinued,  and  a  volumetric 
instrument  installed  at  the  Sewage  Works. 

Briefly  the  lead  peroxide  gauge  consists  of  a  louvrbd  box  containing 
a  material  coated  with  a  chemical  which  reacts  with  the  sulpher  dioxide 
in  the  atmosphere.  The  chemical  analysis  of  this  instrument  is  taken 
monthly.  With  the  volumetric  instrument,  air  is  drawn  through  a  chemical 
solution,  which  retains  the  sulpher  content  of  the  air.  The  quantity  of 
air  passing  through  the  instrument  is  measured,  ,nd  so  more  positive 
resultant  figure  is  achieved.  An  attachment  is  incorporated  with  this 
instrument ,  which  filters  the  air  drawn  into  it ,  giving  what  is  known  as 
a  "smoke  stain".  The  results  of  the  volumetric  apparatus  are  collated 
each  day. 

Individual  findings  are  subject  to  so  manjr  variable  factors,  that  a 
true  interpretation  of  results  in  any  district  can  only  be  based  on  repeated 
observations  at  a  large  number  of  points  over  a  period  of  years.  Nor  can 
the  results  in  any  one  district  be  fairly  related  to  those  in  another, 
unless ,  amongst  other  things ,  the  siting  of  the  instruments  are  fully 
camparable.  It  is  the  practice  in  interpreting  the  results, to  compare 
summer  and  winter  periods  with  the  like  periods. 

The  attached  tables  show  the  readings  obtained  for  each  month  of 
1959  and  I960,  from  the  three  instruments  located  in  the  district  of  Royton.

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Water  Supply 

In  general  the  area  received  a  piped  water  supply  from  Oldham  Corporation. 

This  supply  of  upland  surface  water  has  occasioned  a  f ew  complaints  during  the 
year,  but  following  investigations  and  co-operation  with  the  Oldham  Corporation 
Water  Department  a  satisfactory  water  supply  has  been  maintained.  There  are 
still  some  isolated  places  where  families  have  to  rely  on  surface  water  springs 
supplying  pumps  or  wells  from  which  water  must  be  carried  in  buckets. 

There  have  been  12  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  following  are  the  results

In  the  case  of  the  eight  samples  submitted  by  the  Health  Department,  these 
were  from  isolated  wells ,  and  advice  on  the  usage  of  the  water  was  given  in  the 
cases  of  unsatisfactory  supplies. 

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Counoil's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Streetbridge 
in  detritus  and  preoipitation  tanks,  afterwards  passing  through  the  percolating 
filters  to  humus  tanks  and  thence  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River 
Irk.  Sludge  drying  beds  are  provided.  The  only  areas  of  the  district  without 

a  proper  drainage  system  are  isolated  farm  communities  and  a  few  domestio 
properties ,

Public  Cleansing  - 

The  Transport  Committee  controls  the  public  cleansing  department  which 
maintains  once  weekly  collection  service  over  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
Disposal  is  by  tipping  on  land,  a  tractor-dozer  being  used  to  help  control 
the  tip. 

Dustbins  are  replaced  by  the  Council,  the  cost  being  borne  by  the  Rate 
Fund.  3d5  dustbins  were  supplied  during  the  year  under  this  replacement  scheme. 
In  addition  121  dustbins  'were  sold  principally  to  house-owners  in  new  properties.

Of  the  5,072f  houses  in  the  district,  less  than  \  %  are  not  on  the  water 
carriage  system  but  there  still  remains  353  waste  water  closets.  During  the 
year  69  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets t  under  the 
local  scheme,  and  a  further  25  waste  water  closets  converted  under  the 
Standard  Grant  Scheme.  Although  these  figures  show  a  considerable  increase 
in  comparison  with  the  previous  years,  there  is  little  to  be  complacent 
about,  and  to  rid  the  distriot  of  this  obsolete  type  of  closet  more  incentives 

are  needed.

Shops  and  Offices 

1 20  routine  inspections  of  shops  were  made  during  the  year.  Although  the 
figure  mentioned  shows  some  improvement  on  previous  years s  there  is  still  a 
great  amount  of  routine  work  left,  owing  to  lack  of  staff. 


Swimming  Baths 


The  building  houses  one  plunge  bath,  15  slipper  baths,  and  2  vapour  baths. 

The  plunge  bath  is  75  feet  long,  27  feet  wd.de  and  a  graduated  depth  along 
its  length  from  3  feet  to  6  feet.  The  feed  water  inihe  plunge  bath  is 
supplied  from  the  town*s  main,  and  there  is  a  continuous  oirculation  treatment 
of  the  water,  whilst  in  use.  Water  being  drawn  from  the  deep  end  of  the  bath 
is  chlorinated,  filtered,  reheated  and  finally  aerated  before  being  returned  to 
the  shallow  end  of  the  plunge.  The  time  for  a  complete  change  of  the  water 
through  the  circulatory  system  is  4w  hours. 

Q  The  temperature  of  the  water  in  the  plunge  is  maintained  at  approximately 
76  F, ,  and  tests  to  determine  the  alkalinity  or  otherwise  of  the  water  are 
taken  three  or  more  times  daily  as  the  circumstances  demand.  The  figures 
maintained  are:-

On  either  side  of  the  plunge  bath  are  44  cubicles  for  the  use  of  bathers , 
and  there  are  2  shower  blocks,  one  for  males  and  one  for  females. 

On  one  side  of  the  entrance  hall  there  are  9  slipper  and  one  vapour  bath 
for  men,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  hall  are  6  slipper  baths  and  one  vapour 
bath  for  ladies.  Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  at  suitable  positions 
throughout  the  building. 

Inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  when  the  condition  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Rodent  Control 

One  trained  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  part  time  on  this  work.  Regular 
surveys  were  made  and  all  complaints  given  prompt  attention.  All  sewers  in  the 
District  received  two  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  methods  approved  by  the 
responsible  Ministry,  and  routine  inspections  and  treatments  were  made  at  other 
Council  properties. 

The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Divisional  Rodent  Office,  joint  action  is  planned  between 
representatives  when  necessary.

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection  - 

Slaughtering  continued  at  the  three  private  slaughterhouses,  and  during 
the  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  tie  number  of  animals  slaughtered. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out  by  a  firm  of  Veteminary 
Surgeons  who  are  engaged  on  a  part  time  basis.  The  present  arrangement  has 
facilitated  more  frequent  visits  being  made  to  the  slaughterhouses,  and  aleo 
a  more  thorough  inspection,  both  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem. 

In  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958,  a  detailed  report  was 
submitted  during  the  year  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
This  involved  a  great  deal  of  time  being  devoted  solely  for  this  purpose  as 
many  meetings  and  interviews  had  to  be  held  in  addition  to  the  detail  work  of
